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SCHOOL REPORT 1934-1935 
REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and the Citizens 
of the Town of Sidney: 


I hereby submit for your consideration my second annual 
report of the condition and progress of the schools. 

The purpose of this report is a comprehensive statement 
of the various school functions, with tabulation of costs. 

We have attempted to secure value for each dollar expended, 
and would respectfully call attention to the distribution of 
the school dollar over the various departments.

In comparison with the corresponding tabulation of last 
year, you will note that there is but slight variation in the 
above figures. The expenditure for secondary tuition, one 
_which cannot be closely controlled, has accounted for an 
additional 4 cents of each school dollar. Secondary school 
enrollments have been greatly increased throughout the en- 
tire country, as a result of the unemployment problem, and 
all available figures would indicate that the expenditure in 
this department will necessarily be higher next year. 

The appropriation for the repair of school houses, amount- 
ing to slightly more than 51% cents of the school dollar, was 
used for the purchasing of materials. This expenditure, 
with free labor provided under the C.W.A., has permitted 
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the renovation of all buildings, both interiors and exteriors, 
to a most satisfactory extent. All are now in good condi- 
tion. 

The addition of a woodshed to the West Sidney school 
would seem a worth while undertaking. 

In the matter of scholastic achievement, we feel that the 
past year has been marked with considerable progress. 
There has been a spirit of cooperation and harmony in every 
school. We feel that without exception, each teacher has 
had the interest of the school at heart, and has worked. 
faithfully and continually toward a high standard of achieve- 
ment. 

The attendance has been somewhat interrupted by epi- 
demics during the fall and winter months. This irregularity, 
although unavoidable, will of course make some difference in 
the year’s work. Much of the time so lost by the individual 
pupil is never made up. The program of studies set by the 
State of Maine is intended to extend over a period of eight 
years of thirty-six weeks each. We are attempting to cover 
the prescribed courses in thirty-two week years. The intro- 
duction of a sub-primary grade has been a decided help, and 
a step in the right direction, but the need of a longer school 
year is still keenly felt. The addition of two to four weeks 
more would bring good returns on the investment, and would 
provide a much better preparation for the students who go 
on to advanced schools. | 

In closing this report, I would express my sincere thanks 
to pupils, janitors, conveyance drivers, and to the teachers, 
who, working together, have made the year a success. I 
would also thank the parents for their friendly sympathy 
toward the school and its problems. The School Committee 
has been most considerate of the welfare of the schools. It 
has been a pleasure to work with them during the past year, 
and we take this opportunity to thank them for their co- 
operation.
